Charges of Engliau Tailbra. 


A conversation with a fashionable 


tailor and another with a swell hosier, 
which I had a few days ago, have 
served to considerably enlighten me 
with regard to tho fancies of the upper 
ten.

guineas. Tho best linen shirts, 25 shil- 
lings. Spun silk pants are sold a dozen 
at a timo at tho rate of CO shillings 
apiece. A single silk vest costs a couple 
of guineas, arid a pair of silk socks 12s. 
6d. Many wealthy men have a rooted 
objection to wearing a pair of socks 
more than once. The boots of the Prince 
of Wales cost him £3 18s. per pair. The 
best braces range in price from half a 
guinea to a guinea for the embroidered 
article. Spats of the finest quality cost 
1C shillings a pair, and scarfs for ties 
12s. Gd. each. It rnnst bo borne in mind 
that those arc the prices paid by wealthy 
men, or, at nil events, men who pass as 
such. Long credit is the rule, and the 
tailor takes oaro to charge for it—Lon- 
don Letter.
